HAVE ENJOYED A MOST PROS- 


PEROUS SEASON. 


Labor Has Been Steadily Employed the 


Year Round—More Than Twelve Thou- 
sand Find Employment in Factories— 


Good Wages Paid and Troubles Avoided 


$1,000,000 INNEWBUILDINGS 


Thousands of Dollars Expended in Pub- 


lic Improvements—Streets Paved, Sew- 


ers Laid and Outskirt Highways Grad- 
ed—Fire Loss For the Year—One Thou- 
sand Cases in the Municipal Court—Ar- 
rests Exceed Those Made in 1908—Sta- 
tistics Compiled by Health Department 


Nineteen hundred and nine, which 


comes comes to an end when the hands 
of the clock reach the hour of 12 tonight 
and the bn!!a chime out a farewell to 
the old and n. welcome to the new/ has 
been nn unusually prosperous one in the 
Belle City. 


Records, though not complete, indicate 


that the volume of business will exceed 
that of the previous year by many thou- 
sands of dollars. Manufacturers have op- 
erated their plants steadily and there 
has been no panic to retard ihe output. 


Merchants admit thtit the sales have 


far exceeded expectations and only two 
failures have been announced, remarka- 
ble in view of the fact'that we arc con- 
sidered one of tho largest manufacturing 
cities in the United States. 


There has been a general growth in 


population a'nd it'is pretty safe to esti- 
mate when the next"c'ehsus'is'taken and 
figures given- out, tho number of people 
Will dome up between 35,000 and 40,000. 
This can be attributed to the 'growth of 
factories. 


Over $1,000,000 in Buildings. 


Estimate of the money expended for 


buildings is placed at something over SI,- 
000,000. Several immense -factory build- 
ings have been erected; many store build- 
ings and scores of cottages and large nnd 
modern residences, designs being attrac- 
tive. 


Public improvements are in evidence in 


every part of the city, including the pav- 
ing of Main, Sixth, East State and Pack- 
ard avenues, and besides tbt'rr: arc the 
sewers put in and the public park im- 
provements. 


The number of real estate transfers 


compare with those of a year previous 
and real estate dealers say it poes ahead 
of anything in three years. The Journal 
hns made an effort to give the transfers 
fiom day to day, but the fact that deeds 
read $1 and other valuable, considera- 
tions, is deceiving and makes it impossi- 
ble to give accurate figures. There in a 
demand on the part of citizens that a 
state law be passed making it compul- 
sory to give the exact consideration of 
sale. 


So far as heavy conflagrations are. con- 


cerned, the city has been very fortunate, 
except in the one instance, loss of the 
Racine Manufacturing Co. plant, which 
was destroyed with a loss of $600,000 and 
throwing out 1,200 employes.

"During the year the city has been ex- 


ceedingly healthy and the annual report 
of the health department will be found 
most interesting reading. We have nlso 
been an orderly city. Arrests have been 
larger, but that is expected from the in- 
creased population and figures piven else- 
where are worth perusing. The births 
fell short of last year, still the popula- 
tion has increased. 


An Enormous Year's Business.- 


Figuring on a basis of reports which 


have been received from the leading man- 
ufactures of the city, tho volume of bus- 
iness the past year will foot up over 
$35,000,000, and the number of percons 
employed in these concerns comes .pretty 
close to 12,000. Tt is estimated that 
there has been paid out in wages to these 
employes something like $7,000,000, and 
these employes are among the most skill- 
ed and economical in. the world. . 


To get at the amount of tonnage re- 


ceived and forwarded from liere, in every 
way, is no ea»y tusk. Probably 975,0000 
tons would be no exaggeration. Con- 
cerns which have forged to the front the 
most rapidly arc the automobile factor- 
ies and until it burned the Racine Man- 
ufacturing company was probably mak- 
ing the biggest strides, but the threfihing 
machine company, wagon factories, trunk 
concerns, -overall factories, ktcel works 
and two -'hundred others, have went 
booming along and -so we1 have.- been 


prosperous and few cities of similar size 
can show a better record for 1909. 


ONE MILLION DOLLARS 


Expended for New Buildings 'in the City

Mr. Driver 
further said that the past year had been 
fin unusually good one, and that all indi- 
cations pointed to the fact that the next 
few years would be extremely active in 
the building line. Further, he-- said that 
no building of any kind could be rented 
now.

FIRE LOSS OVER $800,000 


Was LiRht Up to- the Big Racine Manu- 


facturing 
Co. Conflagration 


During the year 1909, according to the 


books of Fire Marshal James Cape, the 
Racine department responded to nine- 
ty-four alarms, of which six were false 
runs, against one hundred 
and 
four 


alarms last year, a 
decrease 
of "ten 


alarms: The first large fire was that 
of the Racine'Refrigerator company, at 
Rociiie Junction, estimated at fully $30,- 
000, which occurred on February 2, 1909; 
the second was that of Hanley Bros., 
oh Erie street, October 15; loss $8,000; 
American Seating 'company, . November 
23, loss $4,000, and then came, the Ra- 
cine Manufacturing company, 'with 
an 


estimated loss of between $600,000 and 
$700,000. The average'loss of all'other 
fires will hardly exceed. $200 each. If it 
had not 'been for the last big fire the 
total loss in Racine would have been 
way below other cities of similar size in 
the country. 


During the year seven new paid men 


have been added to the department, giv- 
ing the men one day 
vacation 
each 


week, instead of 2 days a month, and 
bringing the entire department up to 
37 men. 


One of the reserve fire steamers has 


been rebuilt and. made as good as new 
and heating plants have been placed in 
the No. 1 and No. 2 houses. There has 
been purchased 2,000 feet of new hose. 


'The department now has six hose com- 
panies nnd one hook and ladder com- 
pany, with fourteen horses. 
There has 


not'been a single death during the year 
and no Occidents of any account. 


the Firemen's Relief Association has 


about $14,000 in. its treasury and the 
pension fund $4,000. Without exception 
the city now has one of the best equip- 
ped and strongest fire departments in the 
state.

DR. SORENSON STARTS MATTERS 


BY HAVING AN ATTEND- 


ANT ARRESTED. 


IS CHARGED WITH CRUELTY 


Alleged That Marie Kruger Struck Mary 


Monahan, An Inmate a Forcible Blow 
in the Back in the Presence of the 
Trustees and Other 
Officials—Other 


Complaints. 


Probing of the long talked of alleged 


abuses at the Racine County Insane Asy- 
lum were commenced for sure this aft- 
ernoon, when Dr. S. Sorenson, asylum 
physician, appeared in the 
Municipal 


Court and asked for a warrant for the 
arrest of Marie Kruger, one of 
the 


asylum attendants, charging that in the 
presence of the trustees, Peter Nelson, 
Henry 
Johnson, 
and 
Superintendent 


Lewis and House "Physician 
Sorenson, 


the said Marie Kruger chased iMary Mbn- 
ahan, one of the patients of the insti- 
tution and struck her a forcible blow in 
the center of the back with her fist. Be- 
cause tomorrow is New Year day and 
Sunday follows, the warrant will not be 
served until .Monday morning. 
. . 


. AB stated, Dr. Sorenson is the com- 
plainant, and it is understood that he 
has retained .Attorney Martin J. Gillen 
to prosecute the case. The purpose of 
this arrest, it is said, is to call the at- 
tention of the citizens of Racine to the 
exact condition prevailing at the asy- 
lum. 
• • 


Complained of Abuses 


The first heard of anything wrong at 


the asylum was 'during the annual meet- 
ing of the county board, when Super- 
visor Tucker of Yprkrille, asked Chair- 
man. William Shenkenberg of the trus- 
tees in regard to reported abuses, such 
as the cold water .cure and the patients 
being whipped, -etc. At that time, Mr. 
Shenkenberg denied, any knowledge of 
such practices and the. county board 
members made an investigation on their 
own accord and came to the conclusion 
that there was nothing to the charges 
which had gained considerable circula- 
tion.and the matter was dropped,-except 
that newspaper articles appeared, giving 
interviews with one of the patients who 
had -been" discharged as cured and then 
there was a secret meeting of the'board 
and nothing done to bring' about an in- 
vestigation.' Now comes the warrant 
for the attendant oh 'the charge given. 


A Complaint Drafted 


In addition to the warrant a. com- 


plaint has been drafted setting forth a 
number of specific charges. The basis of 
the complaint is that tho Racine County 
Insane Asylum is not maintained and 
operated as a home and hsopital for un- 
fortunates of this community, but is op- 
crated from the standpoint of cost. ands 


expense alone; that the patients are 
treated like inmates of a prison rather 
than as patients receiving care 
and 


whose liberty is only restrained because 
of the unfortunate condition; that the 
building in. the fall, winter ami spring 
has been insufficiently heated, in certain 
rooms, and patients with very scant 
clothing on have been kept in. rooms 
with low temperature; that the venti- 
lating fan has not been operated at 
night for at least one year and that 
the air has become foul; that the poli- 
cv of the trustees and superintendent 
has been to oppose any and all investi- 
gations into the sanity of the patients 
confined there and upon the discharge of 
patients have not provided them witii 
railroad fare to the city of Racine. 


No Dental Service 


Further, the complaint alleges that 


they have persistently neglected to givo 
the patients the services of a dentist; 
that this last year they hava not per- 
mitted the large percentage of patients 
to have any recreation in the summer 
or winter, save a graphaphonc; that the 
matron and superintendent have been 
away the past year a whole day at a 
time with no one in charge; that pa- 
tients -who were not permitted to have 
any recreation have been 
taken 
and 


worked on farms close by the asylum; 
for whose credit is not known-, that 
there is no regular fire drill at the asy- 
lum at the present time. 


Sent to State Board 


Copies of this complaint will be sent 


to District Attorney Fulton Thompson, 
to the trustees of the asylum, to the 
State Board of Control and-some mem- 
bers of the county-board of supervisor*, 
with on eobjcct in view, to create puV 
lie sentiment in this community to com- 
pel those in charge of tho asylum to 
adopt a different policy and operate the 
asylum as a hospital for insane rather 
than iv mere prison house or detention 
placei operated at the lowest 'possible 
cost because it is a. county necessity.

WASHINGTON, >c. 31.—Where,* 


corporation through its book* or-other- 
wise can ascertain its income sufficiently 
for the officers to make oath to the .re- 
turn as true, this will be regarded'.as 
equivalent to an inventory and a physi- 
cal inventory need not be taken.

being explicit both as to the period and 
the income where such income cannot -be 
ascertained, without a-physical ^ inven- 
tory, this will have to bo taken."

, as introduced by congress and statesmen. 
In the future the burglar when caught in 
some house, or store, but not with the 
actual goods on hU person, will plead "n 
reasonable doubt." If

work with the court, through the inter- 
minable processes through which justice 
,d« balked, ho will of course get 
<i new 


'chance to plead, and this time it will be 
that of ;'intent." He might have entered 
the house-or store from u variety of mo- 
tives, and it will be for the new fashion 
of things to prove the burglar had the 
guilty 
intention 
of taking things 
to 


'•which he had no ownership. 


Thus with violated laws the present 


processes as authorized formally require 
the people to prove guilty corporations 
.or persons had the intention of doing 
•wrong. In eases of combinations in re- 
straint of trade, where the practices may 
be proven, yet it must be clearly proven 
that all 'this restraint was not. unreason- 
able. One may restrain trade but thpy 
'must restrain it very easy like, with the 
screwing processes applied not too rough- 
'.]y. Then to be amended is the road by 
;ivhich other offenders may escape easier. 
JThis process is not intentional on the 
part of those, desirous of making the 
change,.but it does answer the purpose 
C.I1 right enough. This is to.so fix it in 
the- law, that now it will be for the gov- 
ernment in all cases of prosecution of al- 
leged trusts to be compelled tn prove 
"the intention was to really, truly and 
beyond a shadow of a doubt do this very 
rthing. The reasonable doubt is now in 
'the Interstate commission law and it is 
proposed to fix the anti-trust law. inno- 
cently as the intention may be, that if 
shown combinations exist, it must be 
proven their intentions were those of ac- 
tually restraining trade. 


This principle will of course be applied 


io other things. People found clearly 
.•where they had no right to be, may com- 
pel the law guardians to prove even if 
true, their intention was to take that 
which did not belong to them. The man 
found with the stolen goods upon him 
may in defense require the law guard- 
ians to prove the mere possession of the 
goods was that unreasonable restraint of 
the owner's goods the law contemplates 
uhould be the case to show actual theft. 


Let us go ahead and fix these supposa- 


ble reforming laws of ours so that while 
tfley may read fine, yet we supply the 
burglars with the tool to escape from 
.•their imprisonment, in tho "reasonable 
'intention" and the "real intent," These 
jtwo qualifications will enable many of- 
fenders to escape; possibly not all, but 
<juite a lot, the most of them. 


AS TO CONTRACTS 


One of the features of our advanced 


legislation is the feature of nullifying 


:•'s<previous contracts entered into. The fed- 


eral constitution expressly declares no 
post facto laws shall be passed, but if 
the present state utility law providing 
for a commission is not one, then the 
general accepted definition is a bad mis- 
take.. In one case, that up in Douglas 
county, the supreme court held contracts 
pr franchises made antedating the utility 
law could not be supcrccdcd by a die- 


ouch a free for all for corporations, it 
can do so, but no state can affect fran 
chises granted before. the corporation 
franchise exempting law as passed. 


What the state wants is a legislature 


to undo some of the bad mistakes of the 
past few years in which far, far, far 
more has been given freely and without 
price to public service corporation cxist- 
ant and to come, than asked in return 
The 
people's rights have been

COUNTING THE DISFRANCHISED 


The argument has been put up to 


northern men that if they lived in the 
south they too, would be in favor of the 
disfranchisement of the 
colored vote 


But a northern man's sense of fair play 
has naught to do with color as to debarr- 
ing from the suffrage, rather than only 
of fitness and relations to the home. It 
is all true but-few of us relish the vote 
of the ignorant, of the indifferent or of 
the purchasable, but in this regulation 
of the suffrage it must be conceded that 
many thousands of voters not ignorant, 
vote without a thought as 
to 
the 


character or fitness of the candidates 
they vote for. So the mass of the igno- 
rant colored vote of the south has un- 
doubtedly influenced the white element 
into enacting what are unconstitutional 
law-s and amendments, though our Su- 
preme Court has dodged the point in a 
case or two brought before it. 


This last instance of Maryland try- 


ing to ennct a disfranchising law, that is, 
the Democratic party, has furnished a 
fresh installment of objections to a dis 
franchising law that pretending to ex- 
clude ignorance, and this is desirable 
enough, did not at all exclude white ig- 
norance which is just as obnoxious as 
any other sort of ignorance. The Mary 
land Democratic papers again and again 
declared the proposed amendment would 
not exclude one white vote of native or 
foreigner, but the foreign element per 
ceiving the catch in the law that could, 
if desired, be worked as regards -them, 
refused to vote for the law and it was 
defeated. 


]f ignorance is to be disfranchised well 


and good. Let us exclude the ignoranoe 
of tho white as well as that of the black. 
The only difference is that of color. If 
the slates of the south had worked their 
disfranchising laws and amendments im- 
partially excluding all unable to com- 
ply with the requirements it is doubt- 
ful if the northern states would find 
objections. 


The federal constitutions provide how- 


ever that for every voter excluded from 
the suffrage right for any reason ex- 
cept insanity, treason or crime, such ex- 
cluded shall not be counted in the mak- 
ing up of the state congressional ap- 
portionment. This as affecting the num- 
.ber of congressmen would depend upon 
the number excluded, 
every 
one of 


these not being counted. So whole states 
mav exclude ignorance, but the exclud- 
ed 'may, if the constitution is enforced, 
no longer -be counted as a part of the 
population in fixing the congressional ap- 
portionment. 


Wisconsin coulci enact just such' a law, 


only it would apply equally to all. There 
.vould be no partiality. 
For every ex- 


cluded one, it would under the federal 
law count one less in making up our 
congressional apportionment and conse- 
quently fixing the number of congress- 
men we should have. This would be the 
case with every state following our ex- 
ample. Massachusscts has it law with a 
property and educational provision now 
that is" said if the federal law was en- 
forced, would cost it a member of con- 
gress. Rhode Island also 'has such a law. 


But the law is not enforced and every 


southern state with these disfranchising 
laws continue to count the excluded and 
therefore lose nothing as to their con- 
gressional numbers. 
It is stated if con- 


gress ordered the law enforced, the south 
would lose about forty-one members of 
congress. 


The Republican party however, that is 


its leaders, have been averse to enforcing 
the federal laws, and as no other polit- 
ical party will take measures through 
congress to carry out the terms of the 
constitution, the illegal southern -repre- 
sentation continues and the law or pro- 
vision is a dead letter. 


But why not' representative 
gavcrn- 


ment mean the enforcement of just such 
a constitutional provision, and why is it 
not a part of representative government? 
Is it representative government that sev- 
eral millions of disfranchised should be 
counted by one section as to the making 


ktracts could be enforced. 
/ This implies where no contra provis- 
ion exists for changing franchise terms, 
In Racine tho utility law evidently does

A MISTAKEN PUN 


An interesting article on National ir- 


rigation and reclamation is enlivening 
with its information and truly sends a 
mild thrill to learn how much'money the 
government is spending upon enterpris- 
es connected with the impounding of the 
waters and all that sort of thing. To 
add to the millions is fifty more called 
for to complete some reservoir systems. 
But all the millions do not irrigate and 
reports give accounts of sufferings of the 
deluded settlers who have taken up irri- 
gated lands in some of these localities, 
because of failure to get the water. 


It seems after the millions comes oth- 


er millions to conduct the water through 
the laterels, to the agriculturalists. The 
system has been misdirected in that the 
government'should have provided for the 
main latterale as then settlers would 
only give to conduct from these to their 
lands, a work the agriculturalists could 


I do themselves that in, run the side ditch-' 
es from the larger latterals. The system 
first employed but sat down upon by 
Secretary Ballingei:, was to permit the 
settlers 'to do thj latteral work paying 
them for this in government certificates 
winch later they could turn in as part 
payment for their lands'. Alleging this 
•was illegal the Department some time 
• ago stopped the practice and while the 


government continues spending millions 
the settlers take it out in suffering be- 
caufie wetter,' water, but no ' water, to 
conduct from the 
great 
government 


storehouses. How general this is, is not 
.given out, but -sufficiently so to justify 
strong complaints from men who know. 


The government is doing all this work 


pretty much in the style it might con- 
struct great defences against the enemy. 
The forts and cannon might be there, 
but no army or soldiers to man the de- 
fenses and the guns.. This seems to be 
the condition of the costly irrigation en- 
terprises of the government-, perhaps not 
all, but some of them. 


OUR NATIONAL HABIT 


Criticisms of any plans of Secretary 


Knox from healthy Americans have not 
been impelled from any particular views 
as emanating from the Central American 
Bureau of Republics, but from the view 
point of quick action and response, from 
a United States vessel of war coming to 
the rescue when Americans or their leg! 
timate property interests were threaten- 
ed. Generally when trouble comes it is 
necessary to write or cable Washington, 
and after a while something may be done 
as regards ordering a vessel or two got- 
ten ready for sea, and if such doesn't 
stick on a sand bar it may get action as 
to sailing for the coral seas. When 
trouble besets a British subject in these 
countries, the nearest British gun boat 
and there are plenty of them, is sent for 
by the nearest British consul or minister 
and at.once something happens. 


As to the more immediate Nicaraguan 


matter, it is true Secretary Knox has 
been slow, but it is doubtful if this has 
really been his fault or in fact anybody's 
fault, except it be that of our national 
habit. Then not to be forgotten in some 
places of the world and not unimportant 
ones either, we ha.ve the bad hubit of 
employing natives of other nationalities 
to fly the American flag from the con- 
sulates and represent American citizens, 
which of course, they do nothing of the 
sort. 


As to Nicaragua again very likely there 


were diplomatic reasons for the course 
we have followed. Possibly under the 
circumstances the best and wisest to pur- 
sue. But it is not saying a word against 
any administration if we and many oth- 
ers say as a nation we want to get cm 
to a different habit of deajing with these 
countries to the south of its. The habit 
must be adopted of compelling a hearty 
respect for our flag, and of enabling gen- 
uine American citizens representing us 
abroad to order up the nearest warship 
or gun boat to get prompt action and 
support our representative in his posi- 
tion. ' Again the order of another admin- 
istration must be cancelled and our war- 
ship captains be empowered to protect 
by his guns every political refugee who 
seeks the protection of our flag. 


ON THE ISTHMUS 


How long the 
United States and 


Mexico .will permit the Central Ameri- 
can states to rage, fume, and revolu- 
tionize, and kill each other is a proposi- 
tion no man may solve. How long we 
will connect Mexico with the proposition 
s another factor not to be solved, and 
ust how much interest Mexico has, is 
another factor. We are a great country 
:o talk, and then to do no more than 
we have to. Our citizens down in these 
Central, queer military republics, prob- 
ably thrill when they read the news 
from home, but actually they do nnt 
ihrill when in trouble and they just fnir- 
y hanker for a material representation 
of the stars and stripes. 
Usually the 


Toublcd ones seek the nearest British 
consulate. The stars and bars on this 
entire American hemisphere should be 
,hat respected, that dominant, its folds 
should go as it were. 


Now while it would bo extremely un- 


:ortunate if anything should happen by 
which we should 
assume sovereignty 


over any country -to the south of us, for 
most surely we have enough now as to 
?orto Rico whose people we treat as 
neither flesh nor fowl, yet it is as very 
desirable that we pursue such a pro- 
jranime as will at all times ensure every 
lossible protection for our citizens and 
,heir property fairly acquired, and at 
all tira«s every possible respect for the 
lag. If we can not stop their domestic 
troubles, let us so arrange that the Amer- 
can flag and American citizens shail be 
respected and protected at any and all 
;imes. Perhaps it ia none of our busi- 
ness to intervene as between other pco- 
jlc and their troubles, but we can at 
easi. look out after ourselves and make 
the American flag what it ought to be [ 
and to cover every fleeing refugee who | 
seeks its protection. 
Our flag should 


it what it is not now, an ample protec- 
tion and asylum for every political ref- 
igee or any one seeking its protection 
until it can be shown such applicant 
!or protection has committed dastardly 
crimes. 


NOT YET SETTLED 


The Chicago flat case after all was a 


miscue, so to speak, because the tenant 
could not prove to the satisfaction of 
he plaintiff's attorneys that he had ap- 
plied in a legal manner for a renewal of 
lis lease of the owner of the flat, so the 
udgment went against him, as the court 
said it would have to dismiss the case. 
This was a case brought to compel a 
andlord to admit a tenant having child- 
ren to a flat building, the new Illinois 
aw forbidding any discrimination. 


However this was not the worst set- 


jack, for in another case the tenant ac- 


.ally could not prove up who was the 


real owner of the flat premises. Juni- 
ors-may deny access to unfortunate peo- 
ile' possessing children with impunity 
or the tenants will necessarily be com- 
iclled to employ attorneys to search out 
.he owners of the title. So if a case ever 
•caches the supreme court For final decis- 
ion the new law, beneficent in its pur- 
pose, will practically fail of its good pur- 
pose. That is it may fail unless aimed 
so as to admit as perfect' evidence the 
refusal of anyone holding himself or her- 
self out as an agent of the owners. 


POSTAL MATTERS 


The annual 
report 
of 
Postmaster 


General Hitchcock is an interesting doc- 
ument. It gives the total revenues .at 
5203,562,381 and the expenditures .at 
$221,064,102. The deficit is given at $17,- 
441,780, and the aggregate losses on sec- 
ond, third class, franking privilege ex- 
cluding however, free matter mailed un- 
der congressional franks,

routes, at .$100,750,000. 
He says the. 


loss on second class matter, this includ- 
ing nothing but newspapers and publi-

gathering, and from beginning to end of 
a speech, holds the strict attention of 
his audience. 


Perhaps one of the charms of the pres- 


ident with many people is his evident 
disregard of partisan conversationalitics. 
Yet on occasions he can be as peremp- 
tory as the most exacting one-sided par- 
tisan could desire. Again when perceiv- 
ing how partisanship has stamped or 
is stamping out the best spirit and life 
of a party through corruption and boss- 
ism, can as in Ohio in 1908 deliberately 
advise as he did at Canton, his fellow 
Republicans to so vote as to down their 
objectional party bosses. The president 
is desirous of securing the best, is impa- 
tient of selfish and oppressive bonsism, 
nnd yet assuming a position upon par- 
ticular matters or issues is firm and not 
much inclined to yield. 


In his perception of the needs of im-

SOME SURPRISED STATESMEN 


During the session of congress last 


winter «s showing how things can be 
done, n law was enacted thitt very few 
members as a fact, know anything what- 
ever about. 
This was a law estopping 


transportation companies from carrying 
and .delivering shipments of goods into 
states that by law had forbidden the 
sale or the manufacture thereof, unless 
and provided certain things were done. 
This applied of course to liquors and ex- 
press companies -can do no further car- 
rying of liquor shipments under the reg- 
ulation collection on delivery system. The 
law further prescribes no package may 
be carried or delivered in any such state 
unless the name of the person in full is 
inscribed on the package, the variety of 
liquor contained in the package, and also 
t'nc quantity inside. 


This law it is stated is really known 


to not many congressmen who will he 


settled, promises to cause some emotions 
among the diplomats, to say nothing of 
causing emotions as have already been 
created, 
among 
American publishers 


through increased prices with more to 
come, -but other tariff features 
which 


are tending to excite emotionalism on 
the other side of the great lakes. The 
late commotion and present one as well 
is that of our tonnage tax. This the 
Canadians calls an unfriendly act and 
are protesting. 
Under the new tariff 


we are now assessing all shipping from 
Canadian ports a. tonnage tax, a. tax en- 
tirely proper a* to ocean tonnage but 
insisted on as very improper as to in- 
ternal lake commerce. 
So the people 


across the lakes have, also put up a ton- 
nage tax against our commerce, with 
strong protests from mercantile inter- 
ests asking this tonnage tax not be np- 
plied to commerce on the great lakes. 


Previous to the last tariff of ours 


virtually there was no tonnage tax, and 
so -because we saw fit to place such a 
tax in our revenue laws, our own ship- 
ping will also be taxed when they hap- 
pen to hit ports of Canada. 


RECOVERING ITS OWN PROPERTY 


The efforts of the 
government 
for 


some time have been directed towards 
the purpose of 
divesting 
land grant 


railroads of all lands 
having mineral 


upon them, as in the original grants min- 
eral bearing lands were exempted from 
being chosen by the roads. But from 
time to time has been unearthed knowl- 
edge that mineral lands had been illeg- 
ally appropriated, and suits have been 
brought to dislodge the roads from the 
mineral possessions. These suits hung 
fire for ycar» in the courts through the 
legal machinery making such possible. 
The government has suits against the 
Pacific coast aided roads to recover large 
tracts of ground claimed as agricultural

New York Post: 
As the president 


truly says, all the uacs of the observatory 
specifically related to the navy might be 
subserved at a small fraction of the cost 
involved in the maintenance of the Naval 
Observatory. The part it really plays is 
that of a great national observatory, and 
its material equipment is of a character 
befitting such a part. The president calls, 
it "the most magnificent and expensive 
astronomical establishment in the world." 
Alongside its important 
observational 


work is carried on the Nautical Almanac, 
in connection with which the labors of 
Simon Newcomb and of George W. Hill 
have mode American mathematical as- 
tronomy illustrious the world over. The 
whole of this activity should, as a matter 
of course, be presided over by an astrono- 
mer of the first rank, under a permanent 
tenure, and not by a man who, i:i the 
nature of the case, must be comparative- 
ly an amateur, and who is likely to look 
upon the pout as a pleasant berth rather 
than as ft great scientific responsibility.
